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INTRODUCTION 


Bhattotpala, as goes the Sloka 1 or the 70th, the last one, 
of the book ‘Prasanagnana’ maintains that he has composed 
this work in seventy verses on the Horary, the science of 
queries, branch of Astrology in Arya metre for the benefit of 
the learned (astrologers). 


The reader is already familiar with Bhattotpala as a 
great commentator of Brihat Jataka of Varaha Mihira; and he 
is believed to have lived in the middle of the 10th century 
AD. 


This science of Queries is more difficult to practice than 
the Horoscopy, where in the birth chart can be easily raised 
and the Prime Principles of Astrology applied. The author 
has given in Slokas 65 to 69 the method of finding out the 
Lagna at night. The entire work has not been distributed in 
the traditional method of writing out chapters on various 
heads or subjects. Rather, the author beginning with the 
Duties of both the Astrologer and the Querist dwells on the 
Chief Principles of this Sacred Science; such as, How to 
Predict the Future Through Omes; The effects of the Bhavas; 
The Ascendant, its nature and the Aspect of planets; Plan- 
etary effects with regard to their Respective Positions. He 
starts with the possible Queries Regarding Acquisition of 
position; Journey; Recovering from Iliness; Loss of Articles 
and Defeat etc.; Time for marriage; About pregnancy and 
the new bom; Regarding Tastes of the Querist; Dreams; 
Rainfall; Clue to Theft and Thieves, How to find out the 
object of Query; Time of conception and recovery of the lost 
property. So much in these seventy Slokas Bhattotpala has 
contained. 


Effort has been made to incorporate lots of verses on 


similar ideas as propounded in/by illustrious works and 
writers like: Jeeva Nath, Neel Kanth, Ram Dayalu; Saravali, 
(Jataka Parijata, Prasana Sindhu, Prasana) Vidya, Prasana 
Bhairava Prasana Chandrika; Phala Deepika, Bhuwan 
Deepika and Prasana Tantra, Sanket Nidhi, Shatpanchasika; 
Prathuyasha, Vasava Nanda and Varaha Mihira, Neelkanthi 
etc. 


Thus every effort has been made to make this little work 
as comprehensive and useful as possible. The Y ogas included 
provide a new insight in this great science. 


I am indebted to all those great or small personalities in 
the field who have by their best efforts given in the little 
insight to understand this Science of Queries and Translate 
their revelations for the pleasure of my readers. 


In the end. I am also indebted to Sh. Narendra Sagar for 
Sagar Publications to fulfil this litte effort of mine.

Sloka 1: Before commencing this work (Prasna Gnana), 
I (Bhattotpala by name) bow to the Sun, the Moon, Mars, 
Mercury, Jupiter, Venus, Saturn and Lord Ganesa with 
all devotion and will unravel very clearly the science of 
Queries for the benefit of astrologers. 


Notes : The ancient sages, traditionally begin every work- 
whether religious or secular- with devout prayers so that 
it may be carried through without any obstacle. In fact 
prayers do purify the mind; and such a mind alone receives 
the God’s grace. The Sun represents the Almighty Lord 
by bestowing life and light. The Gayatri Mantra is recited 
to invoke his blessings. He is the greatest amongst all 
planets, creator of the world representing the Trinity— 
the creator in the momming, Rudra or Maheshwar in the 
noon, and Vishnu in the evening. The other planets are 
His officers to preside over the destines of the human 
kind. They also emit the divine element dominating them. 
Parasara feels that the Avatars are the embodiments of 
the several planets. Sri Rama is said to be the Avatara of 
the Sun; Sri Krishna, that of the Moon; Narsimha of 
Mars, Gautam Buddha of Mercury; Vamana of Jupiter; 
Parasurama of Venus; Kurma (Tortise) of Saturn; Varaha 
(Boar) of Rahu, and Matsya (fish) of Ketu. Thus by praying 
to these planets man can please the gods represented by 
them. 
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Conditions of Planets, qualifications of the astrologer

Sloka-2 : The prediction of the astrologer, who thoroughly 
evaluates the benefic or malefic effects of the planets at 
a query after carefully considering their ten Avasthas 
(conditions) and the exact positions arrived at by proper 
calculations (of horary astrology), could never be proved 
untrue and should fail in his mission. 


Notes : The Jataka Parijata has described the ten conditions 
in the slokas II 16-18

(1) Effulgent, (2) happy, (3) contented, (4) Tranquil, (5) 
efficient; (6) tormented, (7) miserable, (8)_ wicked, (9) 
infirm and (10) timid (frightened) are the ten conditions 
of a planet in their order. A planet in his exaltation or 
Mooltrikona position is said to be effulgent; in his own 
house, he is happy in a friend’s house he is contented; in 
the Varga of a benefic planet, he is tranquil; he is efficient 
when very resplendent with beams of bright rays; when 
they are defeated in war by any other planet, tormented; 
in the Rasi, Amsa or house of an inimical planet, he is 
miserable; he is wicked when occupying the Varga of a 
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malefic; infirm, when set; and timid in his depression 
sign. 


(During the Dasa of a planet) the effects of these conditions 
are given in Saravali V5-13.

If a planet is Effulgent, the querist or the native will destroy 


his enemies with the fierce fire of his valour; he will be 
adopted by the Goddess of Fortune: and the ground will be 
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covered with the ichor of elephants. If the planet is happy, 
he bestows on the native gems, all kinds of happiness, 
pleasures, gold and attendants. Should he be a king, he 
would rule over a vast and powerful army and prosperity 
will smile on him with corn, home and family. Should he 
be Contented, the person will feel contented, have the 
company of sportive damsels, gold and gems, enjoy all 
sorts of happiness and defeat all his enemies. A Tranquil 
planet will bestow a peaceful mind, wealth and happiness, 
ministership and learning and make him benevolent and 
god fearing. Should he be Efficient, the native will become 
famous, enjoy the company of women, get clothes, garlands 
and scents. He will become very famous. When the planet 
is Tormented, the native will be surrounded by miseries, 
diseases and enemies. He will Wander over different 
places away from his near and dear ones. Should he be a 
king possessed of great ornaments, his enemy will cause 
him untold sufferings, due to the loss of his army. When 
the planet is timid being defeated, ruined and miserable. 
loss of position, travel in foreign land, unclean, suffering 
from privation. If the planet is Infirm the native’s army 
will be destroyed and be startled by the army of the 
enemy. He will suffer from grief due to the burden of 
maintaining his women or their abduction and the loss of 
wealth. Lastly, if the planet is Wicked, there will be no 
limit to his grief. 


Thus the astrologer should carefully examine the strength of 
planets and arrive at his predictions. By ‘Jataka’ the author 
means all things related to the horoscope; such as, the 
Ascendant, its lord, the Angles, the Dussthanas, the planets 
in the above positions and the nature of the particular Dasa 
etc. etc. 
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DUTIES OF THE ASTROLOGER AND THE 
QUERIST :

Sloka 3 & 4: At the outset the astrologer should worship 
the planets along with the constellations drawn on a 
captivating piece of ground. Thereafter, he should begin 
to consider the query to attain success. The querist on 
the other hand, should offer with devotion on the drawn 
Rasi Chart fruits and flowers together with gems and 
gold; and then with humility put the desired questions to 
the astrloger (in the same spitrit). 


Notes : Jeeva Nath Jha has also expressed similar views 
in Prasana Bhushan : 


“oat fader garen fecoeratoracnet: | 
cast Serra wears Praag tl” 


The querist should be of a pure heart and serene mind, 
should be prudent; and then respectfully intimate his 
objective to the astrologer with devotion. 


Varaha Mihira has devised the characteristics of both the 
querist and the astrologer in so many words : 
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“The ideal place is one which is even, covered with the 
shade of trees that smile with flowers, are laden with 
fruits, have glossy barks and leaves, are devoid of ill 
omened birds and bear auspicious names; which is the 
abode of Gods, Sages, Brahmins, virtuousman and Siddhas, 
which is endowed with fragrant flowers and crops, which 
pleases the heart through the limpidity of its sweet water 
and which is covered with beautiful green grass.’ So 


much for the sanctity of the place. 


Neel Kanth has explained the characteristics of the querist 
in the Prasana Tantra thus :

“The Astrologer should first examine whether the querist 
is straight forward or crooked (sincere or not) through 
the strength of the Ascendant, and then declare the results. 
Only then will a knowledge of the querist’s luck dawn 
on his mind, When the Moon is posited in the Ascendant, 
Saturn in a Kendra, Mercury within the rays of the Sun 
(i.e., eclipsed) and the Moon in the Ascendant being 
fully aspected by Mercury and Mars the querist is surely 
not honest or straight forward. But when the Ascendant 
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is occupied by a benefic, the querist is honest; when it is 
occupied by a malefic, he is crooked. he is honest also 
when both the Ascendant and the 7th house have the 
aspect of Mercury, the Moon and Jupiter (jointly or 
separately). If either Jupiter or Mercury or an inimical 
planet aspects the lord of the 7th house then too the 
querist must be said to be insincere. But if these two 
(one that aspects and the other that is aspected) are 
themselves aspected by benefics, he is trust worthy.” 


Chandeshwar Prasana Vidya describes as to what the 
Astrologer should do if the querist puts several questions 
at the same time : 


“The first query should be deduced from the Lagna, the 
second from the house occupied by the Moon, the third 
from that occupied by the Sun, the fourth from that 
occupied by Jupiter and the fifth from that occupied by 
the stronger of the two, viz., Mercury and Venus. All the 
predictions have to be made according to the relative 
strength of the particular Lagna chosen for the purpose 
of a query.

Slokes 5-7 : Good or bad effects should be predicted to 
the querist through both internal and external omens 
occuring at the time of query and these should also be 
committed as the determing factors to fix the Ascendant. 


If at that time something pleasant to the eyes or the mind 
is met with, or if the querist looks at the ground 
immediately after his query, or if auspicious objects like 
the full pot, flowers or a mirror is sighted, then the learned 
astrologer should declare good results. 


In the same way, should there be heard the cry or sight 
of a horse, an alephant, bull, iron etc., only good results 
should be declared.

“If at a query there should be heard the sound of conch, 
tabor or lute, or the cry of an elephant, swan, cow or 
horse only auspicious results would accrue to the person. 
So declare those that are proficient in the science of 
omens. On the other hand, evil consequences are to be 
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predicted on the cries of the buffalo, donkey and crow.” 


According to Varaha Mihir the sight of the dung of 
elephants, cows and dogs will destroy the wealth, young 
damsels and friends of the querist. Similarly, the sight of 
wandering monks, etc. is declared to be harmful in Brihat 
Samhita L-1, 3-5.

Inauspicious is a place abounding in trees which are cut, 
split, worm-eaten, thorny, scorched, coarse, crooked, 
inhabited by ill-omened birds bearing censurable names 
and having withered leaves and stripped barks. Equally 
inauspicious are the burial ground. a desolate shrine, a 
place where four roads meet, one that has a repulsive 
appearance, a rugged ground, a sandy place, one that is 
covered with rubbish charcoal, potsherds, ashes, husks 
and dry grass. Similarly unfavourable will the places be 
that are occupied by wandering monks. naked persons, 
barbers, enemies, butchers, dog-eaters, gamblers, hermits, 
Sick persons as will as, a prison, armoury apiary or a 
shop where honey is sold.” 


Like the place the auspicious direction and the time for 
the query are equally significant. 


“The best directions for the query are the East, North 
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and North-east. North-west, West, South, South-east and 
South-west are unfavourable to the querist. The morning 
time is beneficial, while the night and the two twilights 
and the afternoon are not favourable. 


Prasana Bhairava has laid down the importance of the 
direction facing the querist in prediction :

“If the querist speaks to the astrologer facing or standing 
in the East or the West, his object will be achieved; if 
the South or North, he will start on a long journey. If the 
South-west or the North-east, the place of acquisition of 
wealth is far off (or the chances of acquiring wealth are 
remote): if the North-west or South-east, he has absolutely 
no chance of getting success, and even if he achieves his 
object, it will immediately be destroyed.” 


The effects of the Bhavas

Slokas 8-9 : Whichever Bhave (house), at a query in the 


Chart specially drawn for the specific moment of time, is 
occupied or aspected by its own lord or by Jupiter, Mercury 
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or Venus will give only good results. The astrologer should 
declare it with confidence. In the same way, in respect of 
whichever Bhava, the 2nd, 12th and the 7th or the 4th 
and the 10th houses (therefrom) are occupied by benefics, 
the house under reference will be promising and beneficial 
effects will accrue. 


Notes : The twelve Bhavas from the rising sign (Lagna) 
are called respectively (a native’s) (1) Head, (2) Wealth. 
(3) Brother, (4) Mother, (5) Sons, (6) Enemies, (7) Wife, 
(8) Death, (9) Faith, (10) Avocation, (11) Gain, (12) 
Loss. the lords of the twelve signs beginning with Aries 
are respectively (1) Mars, (2) Venus, (3) Mercury, (4) 
the Moon (5) the Sun, (6) Mercury, (7) Venus, (8) Mars, 
(9) Jupiter, (10) Saturn, (11) Saturn and (12) Jupiter. 


The benefics and malefics are detailed in 
Phaladeepika —

“The waning Moon, the Sun, Mars, Rahu, Kety and Saturn 
are known as malefic planets. Mercury in association 
with any of these is equally malefic. When the Moon 
and Mercury associate with Jupiter and Venus (benefics) 
they show their good qualities.

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lf we divide the whole lunar month of 30 days into three 
equal parts, the first ten days beginning with the bright 
fortnight, the Moon is of medium strength, during the 
next period she is very strong and the effects are very 
beneficial, and in the last period she is ineffective. But if 
she is associated with or aspected by benefics, she will 
prove good. 


The aspect of the various planets has been explained in 
the following verses :

Every planet casts a quarter glance at the 3rd and 10th 
Bhavas; half a glance at the Sth and 9th Bhavas; three- 
fourth glance at the 4th and the 8th; and a full glance at 
the 7th Bhiva. But Satur is said to cast a full glance at 
the 3nd and 10th from the Bhava he occupies; Jupiter 
has the power of full glance at the 5th and 9th; and Mars 
casts a full glance at the Bhavas which are 4th and 8th 
from it. All the planets have full aspect. at the 7th Bhava 
from their respective position. 


A similar idea to the one given in S18 has been given by _ 
Prathuyasha as : 


“at a req: Rasy gat at Srat eareved TEP a: | 
atte aer srra efter gesat aera ar 1” 
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“Whichever Bhava is aspected or occupied by its own 
lord or by benefics, the prosperity of that Bhava is certain, 
while that which is aspected or occupied by malefics 
will be ruined. This should be announced both for query 
and for birth.” 


Consider again :

“Benefics generally promote the effects of all the Bhavas, 
while malefics destroy them. The former occupying the 
6th Bhava destroy the focs. No planet occupying the 8th 
or 12th Bhava will grant good results. 


The reader should note carefully the astrological! maxim 
that a Bhava benefits if it is surrounded by benefics and 
suffers greatly when surrounded by malefics. In the same 
way, a Bhava gains strength if benefics occupy the Kendra 
positions from the same Bhava and not with respect to 
the Asc. alone. Also, benefics occupying the 7th Bhava 
from it promote the good effects of a Bhava by their full 
aspect. The point in Punshanti Shubha etc. is that benefics 
in the 6th house will guard against evil effects, while 
malefics intensify them. The same way no planet is 
beneficial in the 8th and 12th Bhavas; and malefics in 
these houses will cause limitless sufferings, whereas, the 
benefics would hardly be of any good. Vaidyanatha has 
also to give similar idea in Jataka Parijata XI-1. - 4

A planet, when occupying its depression or an inimical 
house, destroys the effects of that Bhava, while in its 
Moolatrikona, exaltation or friend‘s house, promotes it. 
If the lord of a house is posited in the 6th, 12th or 8th 
Bhava, or when the lord of one of these three houses is 
posited in a particular house, it is destroyed. But if such 
a house is aspected by a benefic, the result will be different. 


The following SL may be read with profit : “Those Bhavas 
that occupy the Vargas (Rasi, Hora etc.) of benefics confer 
only beneficial results, where as those wherein malefic 
Vargas preponderate are undoubtedly productive of 
untoward effects.”

Sloka 10 : When a malefic planet aspects the Lagna 
with a biped or a quadruped sign, it will destroy the 
effects of that Bhava, i.e. the characteristics denoted by 
the first house; while a benefic planet will, it may be 
learnt, contribute to the promotion of its prospects. 


Notes : The biped signs are : (2) Mithuna (Gemni), (2) 
Kanya (Virgo), (3) Tula (Libra), (4) Kumbha (Aquarius) 
and (5) the first half of Dhanus (Saggitarius). The 
quadruped sings are : (1) Mesha (Aries, (2) Vrishaba 
(Taurus), (3) Sinha (Leo), (4) First half of Makara 
(Capricorn) and the (5) the latter half of Dhanus. 


An explanation of these divisions together with their 
directional strength is given thus in Jataka Parijat :

“These quadruped signs are strong in the 10th Bhava; 
the biped ones possess strength when they form the Lagna; 
the latter part of Makara, Meena and Karkataka, which 
are also called watery signs, are strong in the 4th house, 
and Vrischika a water-resorter, is strong in the 7th house. 
A biped sign is strong in a kendra position during the 
day; the quadruped signs are strong at night in the same 
kendra position and the reptile signs (Scorpio, Pisces, 
Cancer and the latter half of Capricomn) are strong at the 
two twilights in the same positions.”

Sloka 11 : If at a query the lord of the Ascendant or his 


friendly planet occupies an angular position, and malefics 
are posited in houses other than the 12th, 8th and the 
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Kendras, only the good effects should be declared to the 
querist. 


Notes : The implication is that malefics may occupy the 
2nd, 3rd, 5th, 6t, 9th and 11th Bhavas.

Sloka 52, 53 : Should the Rasi Aries, Scorpio or Leo be 
rising in the Lagna associated with or aspected by Mars and 
the Sun, the query will be regarding some mineral; if 
Gemini, Aquarius, Virgo or Capricom is in the Lagna 
conjoined with or aspected by Mercury and Saturn. the 
object of query will be some root or that of wood; and when 
Taurus, Libra, Leo, Pisces, Sagittarius or Cancer be rising in 
the Lagna associated with or aspected by the Moon, Jupiter 
and Venus, it would be connected with living beings the like 
of man.

When a planet posited in his own Navamsa aspects the 
one belonging to him in the Lagna, the Sth or the 9th 
Bhava, the query may be about some mineral: should 
this planet. be in that of another‘s Navamsa, it may be 
regarding a living being; and when this planet occupies 
and aspects a Navamsa belonging to some other planet, 
it will be regarding some root or vegetable. In an odd 
Rasi the nine Navamsas denote in order mineral, vegetable 
and animal repeated thrice. In an even Rasi, this order is 
reversed. The counting of the Navamsa should be made 
from the one Rising with the Lagna. This will point out 
the category it belongs.

it is about a rough or hardy woman. This principle could 
be applied in the case of men also.

When a planet endowed with power is posited in the 
Ascendant at a query, it represents a person who may be 
intimately connected with the querist or some one like 
him; if it is in the 3rd Bhava, it denotes to his brother; if 
in the 5th Bhava, to his son; if in the 4th Bhava, to his 
mother or sister; if it occupies the 6th, it points to his 
enemy; if it be in the 7th, to his wife; if it is in the 9th, it 
denotes to some of his religious activity; such a planet in 
the 10th Bhava would point to his Guru, preceptor or 
senior. Next, should this planet in the Asc. happen to be 
the lord of the Rising Navamsa, the query will be about 
himself: should it be a friend or enemy of the lord of the 
said Navamsa. it will be regarding his friend or enemy 
respectively.

When the full Moon (The Moon is considered full when 
it is rising from Shukla Paksha Aekadishi to the Panchami 
of the Krishna Paksha) occupies the Arudha Lagna or 
Shirshodaya Rasis (i.e., Gemini, Leo, Virgo, Libra or 
Scorpio) is rising there and when a benefic planet is 
posited in the Labha Sthana (the house of gains) i.e. the 
11th Bhava, the lost property is soon recovered. 


The direction of the lost property will be denoted by the 
planet occupying the Kendras; when that is not possible 
the direction may be indicated with the help of the rising 
sign of the Arudha Lagna. “The distance traversed by 
the article will be as many Yojana as the rising Navamsa 
is removed from the Ist or middle Navamsa of the Lagna.”

(1) the Sun, (2) Venus, (3) Mars, (4) Rahu, (5) Saturn, 
(6) the Moon, (7) Mercury and (8) Jupiter. 


The quarters denoted by Aries and other Signs are in 
order ;: East, South, West and North repeated thrice as 
shown below : 


The age of the planets has been given thus in Jataka 
Parijata 11-14—“Mars is a child; Mercury, a boy; Jupiter, 
a man of thirty years; Venus, of sixteen yrs; the Sun of - 
fifty years; Moon, an old man of seventy yrs. and Saturn, 
Rahu and Ketu of about hundred yrs. of age.

When the Moon and the lord of the 7th Bhava have 
entered the beam of the Sun’s rays, the thief along with 
the lost articles will be waced out. Should the lord of the 
7th Bhava be posited in an angular house, thief is either 
in the same area or has jusi moved out of the town. 


Note : If there is a query regarding the lost articles, the 
Arudba Lagna and the Moon denote the person to whom 
the stolen property belongs; the 4th Bhava, the place of 
article; the 7th, the thief; and the 8th the wealth amassed 
by the thief. If the lord of the 7th Bhava is set or near 
eclipsed, the thief will be arrested. 


When the Ascendant is aspected by the lights (the Sun & 
the Moon), the thief is within the querist’s house. When 
only one of the two lights aspects it, it must be a neighbour. 
Should the Lagna be occupied by its own lord and the 
lord of the 7th Bhava associates with him, the thief is 
within the house itself. When the lord of the 7th Bhava 
occupies the 3rd or the 12th house, the master’s servant 
has stolen the articles. When the lord of the 7th Bhava 
occupies his own or exalted house, the thief will be a 
notorious robber. The planet in the Lagna, the 7th or the 
10th Bhava, which may happen to be his exaltation or 
own Bhava, ascribes the accomplice of the thief. When 
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these Bhavas happen to be the house of fall of the Sun, 
the Moon, Venus, Saturn, Jupiter, Mars or Mercury and 
they occupy them, the thieves are respectively the querist’s 
own father, mother, wife, son, a responsible member of 
the family, son or brother, a friend or relative. Venus is a 
youngman; Mercury, a child; Jupiter, middle age; Mars, 
a youth; Saturn, an oid man and the Sun an extremely 
old man. Regarding the sex of the thief: consider, if the 
lord of the 7th is a female planet or occupies an identical 
Rasi, or is aspected by such planets, the thief will be a 
female; otherwise, a male. To determine the place of the 
lost article find out if the 4th Bhava belongs to Saturn 
and he occupies it, the place is dirty: should it be the 
Moon, water; when Jupiter, it will be a temple or garden; 
if Mars, near fire. (Kitchen etc); if the Sun, near the seat 
of the owner of the house; if Venus, it is near the beds; 
and when Mercury, it will be near the reading room, 
treasury or dinning room.

Sloka 60-65 :Compute the exact position of the Lagna at 
the time of query. Set aside the nm:uxa!.r indicating the 
Rasi and convert the degrees etc., into minutes. Fix a 
perpendicular stick whose height sbould be 12 Angulas 
above the ground. Measure the length in Angolas of the 
Shadow of this perpendicular stick. Now multiply the 
minutes arrived at earlier by this length of the shadow. 
Note down this result (a) in two places. Divide one of 
them by 7. The remainder will represent the number of 
the planet whose Gunakara, multiplier,is to be considered. 
Further, multiply the number set aside (a) by the Gunakara 
of the said planet. The Gunakara of the planets starting 
with the Sun are respectively 5, 21, 14, 9, 8, 3 and 11. 
Keep this product (b) in two places and divide one of 
them by 7. Should the remainder indicate a benefic, the 
querist will enjoy the success and-progress of his project; 
but if it denotes a malefic, the effects will be quite contrary. 
Now divide the above product (b) kept apart by the sum 
of the Gunakaras of all the planets, totaling 71. Consider 
only the remainder. Now take away from this remainder 
the Gunakara, one after another, of the planets beginning 
with the one found above. It will be noticed in this process 
that the Gunakara of a certain planet cannot be deducted. 
The moment of success or failure belongs to the Varga 
of that planet. If the planets are the Sun and Mars, whose 
Gunakara is too small to be deducted, the period will be 
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a number of days equal to the remainder; if they are 
Venus and the Moon, it will be one of the fortnights; if it 
is Jupiter, one of months; if Mercury, one of Ritus, i.e., 
two months and if Saturn, it is one of years. At a query 
concerning conception, acqisition of wealth, going on a 
journey or returning from it, victory, defeat or destruction 
of enemies, an astrologer should declare with all confidence 
the time of its fruition as referred to above. 


Notes : To illustrate it, an example is worked out for the 
guidance of the reader. Let us take Lagna of query as 7- 
2°-21'. Ignore the number of Signs, convert the degrees 
etc. into minutes. We get 141. Suppose the length of the 
shadow of the stick is 16 Angulas. Multiply now 141 by 
16. The produ¢t is 2256. Keep this number in two places. 
When we divide this number by 7 we get the remainder 
of 2. This denotes the 2nd planet i.e., the Moon. The 
Gunakar of the Moon is 21. Now by multiplying the 
number 2256 by 21 we get 47376. Keep this product 
again in two places and divide one of them by 7. The 
remainder is 7. This indicates the 7th planet, i.e., Saturn 
(a malefic). So it may be said that the work undertaken 
will be destroyed. Now by dividing the number 47376 
by the sum total of all the Gunakaras of all the planets 
i.e. 71, we get a remainder of 19. From this go on deducting 
the Gunakaras of planets beginning with Saturn : 19-11 
= 8. 8 — 5 (Sun’s G}= 3. This is smaller than the Moon’s 
G. So no deduction is possible. Thus it is the Moon that 
determines the time limit. Once a fortnight belongs to 
the verga of the Moon. We have to take it a fortnight. 
That is, within 2 weeks the undertaking will be ruined.

Sloka 66-69 : The seven groups or classes beginning 
with (1) A (2) ® (3) FW (4) S (5) T (6) VT and (7) 4 


and QT are represented by the Sun, Mars Venus, Mercury 
Jupiter, Saturn and the Moon respectively. At a query, a 
wise astrologer, should discover the Ascendant at night 
with the help of the first alphabet of the words spoken 
by the querist and then evaluate the benefic or malefic 
results therefrom. The Ascendant should be-arrived at as 
the odd Sign, if the first alphabet cited by the querist 
happens to be the initial, centeral or the final alphabet of 
the classes belonging to Mars, Mercury, Jupiter. Venus 
and Saturn; and as the even Sign, when the first alphabet 
is the 2nd or 4th of these classes. Each of the above said 
five planets has one odd and one even sign belonging to 
him. Thus, if the alphabet is odd, take the odd sign 
belonging to that planet, otherwise even. This will not be 
applied in the case of the Sun and the Moon as they own 
only one Rasi each. Therefore, there is no choice in their 
case. As such, one should proceed to announce the good 
or bad effects as before direct from the Ascendant 
discovered. This method should also be followed to 
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determine the Lagnas if there are many queries made at 


the same time.
